— A careful in- 
spection of London briilge wa.s made 
to-day. No structural injury whatever 
was done. The police have discovered 
nothing likely to assist them.

The absence of any clew is 
didaying aclioii b\ the police, who an' 
unable even to tell the nature of llie 
explosive used.

boat contaning t lirc" in: n umb r the ar . li 
on the .Surrey side, lie took no purlieu 
lar notice of thoni, thinkint; they were 
river iiolice, ami did not see tin' I. oat 
afterwartls. He suppo.sea that they 
proceeded down the river. 

The police this afternoon learned 
that a piece of charred sacking about a 
foot and a half square had been found 
on one of the buttresses, !inil are in- 
clini'il to the opinion that llie explosivi- 
was placed there. They attribute the 
soiallness ot the daniiign to tin- extra- 
ordinary air currents beneath ihe span. 
No arrests have been made.

1 cannot make 
out what they are." 

"Seizing the glass I couid see some 
small olijects moving about on 
the house, but what they were 1 could 
not imagine. Directing the man at the 
\v|ipt!l to keep hi'r away, wr. ran down 
close; aboard the hulk and imagine, our 
sur| ri.sii when we discovered that the 
moving objecls were cats." 

"Catsl" 

"Yes, cats and kittens. Tweii! \ oi 
thirty of 'enri. They clambered up .iml 
down stumps of the masts and ran 
arouncJ the deck-house and stood uj) 
like monkeys, with their forepaws beat 
ing the air, while they yowled like 

mud." 

"Great bcottl" broke in tho mate, 
"I never saw so manv cats in my 
life." 

"Looking at her stern," continued 
the captain, "as we swept by the name 
of the ve.isel wi; made out to lie ihi; 
Alaggie M. Pudvers. Tliisi vessel was 
set adrift in January last, off cape 
Haiteras, and has floated about the 
North Atlantic ever eince. I suppose 
that in the hurry of abondoning the 
vrssel the cats wm-e forgotten and they 
multiplied while the schooner was 
drifting about till summer."

AN AUSTRALIAN RAILWAY 
FOLIC Y. 

Tho New South Wules pirliamont has 
closed a session which lusted nearly a year. 

Beforstho Land Bill, which has been tho 
cauno of all thia delay, caiiiu hack from the 
other Uouso, Mr. Uiblis, wlio is actiiif; as 
miiiistor for works ihiriiii,' ihu illness of 
hiB colleague, expounded tlio govoniuiout 
railway policy, ao far us tho construction 
of new lines is concerned, and submitted 
a sohei »a, the estimnted cost of carrying 
out w'lich is nearly £15,000,000. This 
may aeein a very lartje sum, especially as 
tho anmiiincoiiu'iit i.s made at a time when 
the colony is placing on tlii- uiiirkct a lo.in 
of .£5,000,000 for the cmniilctioii of works 
already authorized and unilor construo- 
tion. But it mual bo reuienibered tluu 
the policy of leaving railway coiiscruction 
in the hands of tho t^overnmont — u policy 
which was inevital lo in Aiiatrilni, and 
which has aoiuo ad » an tail's am! some dis- 
advantages — almost nocessitate.s placiiii,' 
comprehensive schemes before parliament, 
and therefore they decide in one year on 
what will take many years to coniplutu. 
To propose this year only what can be 
immencod or carried out before the next 
session of parliament meets would he to 
propose sometlun",' .ho Umiteil that it 
would only yratily a few eunatitnenoiea; 
and therefore to carry a policy triuinpli- 
antly it must have a broad basis of par- 
liamentary support. No ministry cares 
to propose ill any one year the mere work 
of the year, hut prefers to take credit 
for a coinprelK'nsivene.ss which ia 
really a pulitical ncccs.sity. 'I'lii.s 
policy IS int cliar.-icteriat ic of any 
one ministry, or iiulccil of any one 
colony. It in an iiu i.lt'iil of thf sv^l' iii of 
carrying out public works under parliaiut ii- 
tary government. The presswre of eou- 
Btituencies does not take nolo of fluunciul 
considerations. 'I'he government is sup- 
posed to resist iu tho public interest when 
resistance is inoper. Sir. Dihbs anbnutted 
his selu'iiu> as though no resistaiu'e wore 
necessary, or as tliout^h evei yliiie that should 
not he jnvsscd hail hern rejected. He 
recommended the whole .scheme as in the 
public interest, and he ri'ferreil with par- 
donable pride to the success of the present 
railway investment, which f^ives a dividend 
fully up to the averiige interest the colony 
pays on its public debt, after making a full 
allowance for nil working expenses and re- 
pairs. If they have done so well on an in- 
vestment of .C 18,000,000, why may they 
' not take courage and go forward? The 
country is richer than it ever was before, 
and better able to ]iay any drl'ieit iu its rail- 
way income, ^ilionld it he proved that ihey 
have gone a little too fast. l!ut tin y liave 
never gone too fast us yet. and. the whole 
railway sj'.steni being a goveniincut mon- 
opoly, it is always open to parliament to 
make a little increase iu tho fares aud 
freights, iu preference to imposing gcueral 
taxes. In two years' time the population 
of the colony will be a million, and they 
always have the consolation of knowing that 
every your tho railway trallic must increase. 

JUDICIAL TUTELAGE. 

The Seattle Chronicle, which for a long 

time has boon in the h.mds of a receiver, 
has lately admitted to its columns articles 
in opposition to a Sunday law. These 
articles have given much oU'enco to many 
good people and have iQaterially damaged 
the prospecta the concern oncu had of 
getting out of the hands of its creditors. 
On Saturday last Judge Greene, from 
whoso court the order ap|ioiiiting a re- 
ceiver emanated, as he took his seat on the 
bench remarked that as the paper was in 
tho hands of a receiver aiiijointeil by 
the court, and had taken u position on 
the Sunday question which in the court's 
Opinion was inimical to good order, he 
would watch carefully the future course 
of the paper, and for that purpose ordered 
that the (Jlironicle shonhl .luhmit to him 
copies of its paper for,ihu past few days, 
and continue to send hiiu such in the fu- 
ture. The judge further told the receiver 
to send him a copy <if the paper every 
day. Before alluwini; tlie receiver to de- 
part tho court instrncfiid liim, saying that 
he, as receiver, was inaii.iger of the paper 
and of all its concern.^. 'I'liat its editor is 
under his control, as his appointment was 
through tho receiver. That the receiver 
should aee that nothing ap[)eared in the 
paper opposed to the maiutenance of g.jod 
order. The act ion i f J udfc (i reiMie wunld 
appear to be e.\tia judicial, ll is doubt- 
ful if the law ci>nfur3 on hiiii the power of 
censor. The poiver of a receiver is fiduci- 
ary not cditoriiil. The receiver may pre- 
vent .wilful damage to the property; but 
how can Judge (Greene determine that the 
cour.HG of the Clu-oiiicle is destroying the 
prospects oi lIii' i.Teditors to realize any 
thing from the e.-trate? If the concern is 
carried on at a h'ss the .slierdl' should be 
called in; but as long as the j. iirnal is al- 
lowed to exist it should defy the .attempt 
of the court to smother its views.

The 
more report of a sherilf being i.i bis oliice 
has been known to lower perinanontly the 
financial standing cjf a prosperous man. 
Capita! is the most sensitive thing on 
earth; and conliiienco in an individual or 
corporation, when once impaired, is difli- 
cut to re-establish. It is "on tho cards" 
that before very lung the city of Victoria 
will appear on the world's market as a 
borrower. It ia de.sir.ihle that she should 
borrow at the lov/est pn.ssiblc rate.

No Sewers; but Absolution 
Needed. 



To TnK EiJiTOi!: — Prof Tymhill coii- 
deinns newers. I urn in tiie habit of 
consulting the writings of philosopiiers 
compared with which those of Tyiulall 
aro quite .superficial. Nevertheless I am 
hiippytoknow that Mr. Tyiulall ugncs 
with nu! on thi,s Haiiitary point ami 1 
doubt not that lie will eiit(;i tain similar 
feelings toward myself when this day'.s 
Colonist reaches bitn, 

I am plcasad to learn tliis fact bo 
cause Mr. Lyndal i.s the .scieiuitic lioju; 
of a great many milliniiH, ineludiiig 
.sonu) of the (loctor.s, and "proiiiiiii'iii" 
oitizeius whom your reporter interview- 
ed recently in relation to^sewers, but. 
they expre.sscd themselves rather un- 
fortunately. I fear they nro in danger 
of e.\-coiniiiunication, and would advise 
tliein to seek absolution witliout del.iy. 
The folhiwing i|Uoted by yir. U. 
Carr, llarri.s ('. K. should kIiow the 
"prominent'' citizeii.s the gravity of 
their situation. 

Profe.ssor Tyndall, in a letter to the 
London Times, speaking particularly of 
tyjdioid fever, which aniuially infects 
150,000 of the population of the city, 
savs: "The seat of tlie disease being the 
intestine, with weil-appoiiitetl water- 
closets, it is not in the siek room that 
the mischief is done, but often at a ilis- 
tance from the siek room through the 
agency of the sewer, which Dr. liudd 
grapliicallv di'.scribi's as a direct con- 
tinuation of the disi-ased in t .-.st i lie. 
Hence the nivstic power of seucr L'a-'. 
We "trap" tin; ooiuieeiioi..s b. twi-en 
our houses aiul the sewers and fancy 
ourselves secure; but, indeed, they are 
but traps to deceive us. 

Mr. Baldwin Latham, one of the 
most widely known nulhorities on 
sanitary cngiiK^eriiig in l'>ritain, speaks 
as follows about "tr.ips:" ".Ml 'ir.aps' 
are now foruuHl either on tlu^ water- 
trap or the valve-trap jirinciple, or a 
combination of the two. All water 
tra|)s are liable to become iiiii rapped, 
by running full bore and acting as ,i 
svphon proper, the induced cuireiit 
creates a vacuum below the 'trap,' air 
follows Llie llowing water and tlrives or 
sucks out suflicient water from the trap 
to leave the aperture unsealed. 
Another and not unconiinon cause of 
the failure of u trap is llie entry of 
HOine sulistaiice which will act as a 
svpiion, anil dniiiis every drop of w:iler 
out, leaving it unsealed. Th(> ir.-ips of 
.■■.inks are \ ery a|it to beconi" nntrapped 
iu consequence of a thre.ad or L"o ot a 
dish cloth entering and hanging partly 
in the water of the tr.ip aivl paril\- 
down the drain, when it ads as a 
syphon and drains the trap. \'ai\ o 
tra|)s are oven more di^i'ectivt^ stiU, for 
it must not bo forgotten that as i,!aps 
used with the sole intention of prev<'iit- 
ing the back passage of sewer gas from 
our sewers, as water flows down, ain 
by tho same means (lows up." 

Tho foregoing so well einln idies my 
own views formed iiide[)i;iiileiit ly, that, 
littio more need be lulded. 

If in my power to prevent it no 
sewer connection between the houses 
I live in and every other hou.se in 
Victoria shall be made. 

Let it be plainly understood that 
the main .source of infection of typhoid 
ferer is the dejicta of typhoid |iat,ieiits, 
tlieat sewe.iH are eliliaiinels for its di.s- 
tu button and what evcrv <lovie'e Lo 
jireveiit its entTauce tu (jiir honns 
is only a "trap to i.lhcei\'e us" 
and jllic sewer is dooinel in the 
estimation ai least of chose who think 
for theinselvpH. As for the others ]Mr. 
T'yiidall's "bull" is sullicient. Mr. 
TyiiJall alludes to tlu; "niysl ic power 
of s(!wer gas." There is iiotlnim my 
Stic about it. 

Thf! sewer gas is liannle.ss iinles.^ in 
([uantity sullicient to exclude ,i propi-r 
amount of air. It is imiinly composed 
of compounds of sulphur and hansliiprii, 
and sulphur und hydrogen. Sulphur 
when huriietl is a liisinfectaiit of gn^ai 
powi rs. 1 1 art -iliorii or "sim-li i ng sa 1 1 s" 
is \v(dl known and hydiogeii enters 
largely into the composition of pure 
water. It is the poison which infects 
the "dirt" which works the mi.scliief 
and against which the devices of the 
plumbi!!' are in vain.

J 
At the beginning of the uineteeuth cen- 
tury there was not a city iu America north 
of Mexico that contained as many as 
75,000 inhabitants. Philadelphia led with 
70,208, Now York coming in for the 
second place, with a little over 00,000; 
Baltimore third, with 20,000. and Boston 
fourth, with 24,000. 'When the ceuturv 
was ten years old, I'hiladelpliia was still 
the lendli." city, having 00,00-1, or 'ili 
more than New York, Baltimore running 
clo.sc toward 00,000, and Boston having 
lo.OlJO less than Baltimore. Oakland, in 
this state, in 18^f0 outranked I'oston iu 
ISlt) by over '..'.UUO. In 18'JO there were 
but two cities in the L'niled .'^latcs with a 
population of 100,000 and over, and New 
Vork was the lirsi, with 123,000, I'liila- 
delphla baving dropped backtoihe scciual 
place, with 108,000. West of the Alle- 
ghany momitains there was no place dig 
nilied by tbe name of city. t incinnali 
bad less than 10,000, St. Louis less tliau 

0. 000, ritlsburg le.-s than 8,000. There 
was no such place its Chicago till after 

1. s;iL), and its [lopulatiun as late as Isipl was 
less than the one lialf of tSlOi;klon's in 1^80. 
2\ew Orleans bad more tbah trebled her 
inhabluiuts from tbe opening of tbe cen- 
tury to the end of the second deeailo, and 
ranked as the llftb eilv.and ne.xt after Bos- 
ton. In bSiiONew York showed above 20;i,- 
000, and I'hiladelpbia but 107,000, Balti- 
more still ahead of Boston, but not half 
eiiual to Philadelphia, and Is'ew Orleans 
still holding the lifth place. There were 
still but two cities with 100,000 and over, 
la IS-lONiW York had 813,000, Philadel- 
phia 258,000, Baltimore 181„000, New Oi- 
leaus 103,000, and Boston but 08.000, bav- 
ing exchanged rank with New Orleans, 
Cincinnati coining next to Boston, with 
only half as many inhabitanls. In ly lO 
the poi-'ulaliun of Si.

>rew Vork, wdth 51,"), 017. Jiosinn, \vith 
liJ0,00O, had slipped imst Xcw Oi lcans, 
which has not yet regained her rank of 
18-K). In the ndddle of tho ceutury there 
were nlx cities wesl of the Alloglianies, in- 
chRling iS'ew Orleans and San Franci.sco, 
nitcd. aliove liO,nil()_ iind ( .liiiMKro was not 
one of them. St. Louis bad risen lo 
77,000, Louisville to 4;},000, and San 
Francisco from 500 in 18-10 lo 34.77(i in 
ItmO. The population of Chicago in that 
year was but 20,008. She has added over 
000,000 to it in the last thirty-four years 
according lo her latest local census. The 
whole urban juipulation of the Mississippi 
valley, including Pittsburg, Now Orleans, 
and counting iu Sun Francisco, was in 
in 1850 but 48-1.2-13 of cities above aO 000. 
Now Y'ork alone iiiid 81,000 more th.-in all 
the cities west of the Allci,dianics o\er 
30,000 each. So far there bad been noth- 
ing of that iihenonii'iial growth which 
has since iniKle some of the western cities 
the wonder of the world. 

In 1800 the cities of the union laiiUcd in 
this onicr: New York (irst, l'liiliiih:lpliiii, 
second, Brooklyn third wilb ^Gi!,OUU, Ibd- 
liniore fourth, Boston liflh, .New (Orleans 
si.\lli. Cinciimali scveulh, St. Louis eiglilU 
and but 200 behind t Incinnali, and Chi 
cago ninth with 109,000 — an increase of 
80,000, or nearly 280 percenL, in ten 
years. The inerca.so of New York iu tbe 
same years was but 200,000, or about 50 
per cent. The seventh decade of the cen- 
tury was ushered in with the accompani- 
ment of the most appalling civil war of 
the historic era oi the human race. 
For four years it was a ciieck 
upon the urban growth as well as tho 
general increase of poinilation throughout 
the country, llitberto the ratio of incrcaso 
bad exceeded '•'>■> per cent, per decade.
